Border Policeman Zadok Abutbul 
was reported ln satisfactory condi- 
tion last night in Jerusalem’s 
Hadagsah University Hospital at 
Ein Kerem after he was shot ln the 
stomach by a sniper earlier ln the 
day. 

Abutbul and another border 
policeman were driving along 
Sultan Suleiman Street not far from 
Herod's Gate at 2:00 p.m. yester- 
day when a gunman fired several 
rounds at them from atop the Old 
City walls. The other border 
policeman, who was driving, was 
not hit. 

Security forces immediately 
rounded up more than 100 people ln 
the area for questioning, but by last 
night all had been released. 

Immediately after the shooting, 
hundreds of Arab merchants in the 
Old City closed their shops, ap- 
parently fearing reprisals. The Iron 
doors of Damascus Gate were also 
closed. 

Abutbul was struck by one bullet, 
although several had been fired, ap- 
parently from a sub-machlnegun, 
security sources said.

Anti-vehicle mine 
found near Givon 

GIVON (Itim). — An anti-vehicle 
mine was found by an IDF patrol on 
Monday on a dirt road leading to 
the West Bank settlement of Givon, 
army sources said yesterday. The 
mine was dismantled, and caused 
neither damage nor injury. 

Footsteps of a number of people 
were discovered in the vicinity, and 
a search was started. The incident 
is being investigated. 

An army source stressed was 
the first time an anti-vehicle mine 
was found on a road in daily use 
since the Six Day War. Security 
sources see In the recent string of 
sabotage attempts a stepped-up 
campaign by the terror 
organizations to hit at civilians and 
security personnel. 


U.S. announcement 
of renewed talks 
expected today

The U.S. will announce formally 
' today the Imminent resumption of 
the autonomy talks, Israeli officials 
indicated last night. 

The U.S. statement Is deliberate- 
ly timed to precede the EEC sum- 
mit fa Venice on Friday, and to 
demonstrate that the Camp David 
process is “on track” once again. 

The U.S. announcement was 
made possible by Cairo’s decision 
earlier this week to go back to the 
negotiating table. Israel has con- 
sistently favoured resuming the 
talks, which were suspended by 
Egypt early last month. 

There Is no definite date yet for 
the actual resumption. That is to be 
settled by heads of delegations in 
Washington either at the end of this 
month, as the U.S. wants, or at the 
beginning of July, as Egypt ap- 
parently wishes. 


Ban lifted on 
‘A-Sha’ab’ 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The military government yester- 
day informed the publisher of the 
East Jerusalem Arabic daily “A- 
Sha'ab” that he could resume dis- 
tributing the paper In the West 
Bank and Gaza. 

Distribution of the newspaper 
and that of another Arabic daily 
•■AI-Fajr," was banned by the 
authorities nine days ago because 
the papers were considered to “en- 
danger security and public order ln 
the area.” 

“Al-Fajr” has already obtained, a 
show cause order _from the High 
Court of Justice, arguing that it had 
submitted all Its copy to the 
military censor and that If anything 
was amiss the censor could have 
taken action before publication. 


OPEC agrees to raise price and cut output 


ALGIERS (Reuter) — OPEC oil 
ministers meeting here last night 
agreed to raise their prices and cut 
oil output. Iranian OU Minister All 
Akbar Molnfar said. 

He told reporters at the OPEC 
price-fixing session that the 18 -stale 
organization had fixed a new 832 a 
barrel benchmark price for crude 
oil. Each member state waa left to 


decide on the timing of the In- 
crease, although they were all to do 
It by July. 

Molnfar said OPEC countries 
would voluntarily reduce on o utp ut 
to a total of 26.5 million barrels per 
day. Industry estimates put present 
output at around 28 million barrels 
dally.

IOC bars individual entries for Moscow 


LAUSANNE (Reuter). — The 
International Olympic Committee 
(IOC) yesterday decided not to 
accept individual entries for the 
Moscow games unless they are ap- 
proved by the respective national 
Olympic authorities- 

IOC president Lord KlZlasln told 
a press conference at the end of a 
two-day meeting of Us executive 
board here that consideration could 
be given to late entries until 30 days 
before competition begins. 

He said the eight executive board 


members decided they could not in- 
terpret IOC rules to allow national 
and international sports 
federations to override the wishes 
of a national Olympic committee 
rNOC) which had decided to join 
the UJL-led boycott of the Moscow 
games. 

This would apply to Japan's 
women's volleyball team — winner 
of the gold medal at the 1978 Mon- 
treal games — which hoped to de- 
fend the title although the Japanese 
NOC voted to boycott the games.

Begin counters Muskie on ‘right’ 
to establish new settlements

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said yesterday 
that the aeries of 10 new settlements 
under way in the administered 
territories will be the last to be es- 
tablished by Israel, but he said such 
projects are Israel's “inalienable 
right." 

The U.S. immediately rejected 
Begin's stand on the 10 new 
settlements. 

Begin, in an interview with the 
American television network ABC 
News, said establishment of such 
settlements Is an integral part of 
Israel’s security and work oh them 
would go ahead. 

He said Israel could not accept a 
UJL warning that the settlements 
jeopardized the ‘success of the 
suspended negotiations with Egypt 
over Palestinian autonomy. 

Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie said on Monday that the 
settlements ran counter to the 
negotiations for autonomy for the 
Palestinians on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. He called on “each side 


to do its utmost to create a political 
climate that will give the 
negotiations a maximum oppor- 
tunity to succeed." 

Speaking of Muskie, Begin said, 
“He is my friend, but he should un- 
derstand I am prime minister of 
Israel and have a very heavy 
responsibility for the lives of our 
people. We are not going to give 
them (settlements) up." 

On the subject of Jerusalem, (he 
prime minister said Israel would be 
willing to discuss the city’s future 
at any coming talks as long as It is 
accepted that Jerusalem "is non- 
divisible.” 

“It is the capital of Israel,” said 
Begin, "We will never give It up.” 

"The next hatch of settlements 
will be the last settlements,” Begin 
said. “This is the end of our settle- 
ment policy. We will (only) enlarge 
the population of the present 
settlements.” 

Begin said the settlements are "a 
defence line against the terrorists 
Who come to kill our people. 

"We are not -foreigners to the 
land. It's all (Judea and Samaria) 
the land of our forefathers," Begin 


said. “Our settlements are legal. 
We have a perfect right to settle ... 
It Is part of (Israel's) internal 
security." 

Begin said he would come to the 
U.S. whenever President Jimmy 
Carter or Muskie summoned him to 
get the stalled talks with Egypt 
moving again. 

Late yesterday, the U.S., respon- 
ding to Begin's statement on the 
settlements, repeated that it op- 
poses “unilateral steps on existing 
settlements or new settlements 
which might undercut" the 
autonomy negotiations. 

State Department spokesman 
Thomas Reston said the U.S. op- 
poses the 10 new settlements. 

He referred reporters to a 
September 1978 statement by 
Carter on expansion of existing 
Israeli settlements in which he said 
the U.-3., at the Camp David 
negotiations, had agreed not to op- 
pose “a very limited expansion 
plan ... not an enormous expansion 
of tens of thousands of people, but 
just the tiny settlements being ex- 
panded to complete a home or com- 
plete a few additional families." 


Sharon hails Zionism’s ‘best 2 years’ 


Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon said yesterday that the last 
two years have been the best In the 
entire history of Zionism as far as 
settleroent^acUvity is concerned. 

In this period. 13 new settlements 
have been established beyond the 
green line and 50 fa the Galilee, 
Sharon said at a press conference 
at Belt Sokolow. 

Sharon strongly contested the 
charge levelled against Mm that he 
was not doing enough for 
agriculture and said that' most of 
his time is devoted to that task. 

He declined to comment on 
political issues. 

Sharon explained that he, as the 
minister responsible for 


' settlements, had submitted a plan 
to Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
for the establishment of 85 
settlements in Judea and Samaria, 
the Jordan Rift, the Arava and ln 
Galilee. Of thes e , 75 have by now 
• been set up and 20 more remain. 

Observers said that according to 
Sharon’s explanation Begin’s state- 
ment that 10 more settlements re- 
main does not imply that the 
government bad put a finite limit on 
the total number of settlements to 
be set up in the occupied territories, 
only that the present programme 
does not provide for more. 

Sharon said that complaints that 
the agricultural sector is collapsing 
are groundless. There are dif- 


ficulties, he admitted, as a result of 
rising fuel prices, inflation and the 
general economic situation, but 
agriculture has seen an upswing 
lately. 

He said agricultural output will 
increase by 4-5 per cent ln the 
agricultural year that began fa the 
autumn of 1979, compared with a 1.5 
’ per cent growth the year before. 
Exports of fresh produce, he said, 
had increased by 24 per cent, to 
some 8700m., compared with 
8566m. last year. 

As a result, Sharon said, 
agriculture is the only sector with a 
positive trade balance, with exports 
. exceeding Imports of agricultural 
products by $25m. 


Intelligence chief warns of threat 
posed by Iraq-Jordan accord

IDF Intelligence chief A2uf 
Tehoshua Saguy said yesterday 
that the rapprochement between 
Jordan and Iraq within the 
framework of the eastern front 
poses a grave threat to Israel, 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, 
Saguy said that the Syrian airforce 
had already begun absorbing 
Soviet-supplied Mlg-25 planes. 

President Hafez Assad's 
domestic difficulties appear to. be 
persisting, Saguy said, despite the 
repressive measures he has taken 
against his opponents, including the 
physical elimination of some of his 
foes. 

In two years, Saguy predicted, 
Jordan will become a power by 
Middle East standards. It will have 
900 modern tanks and 100 
American-made F-5 planes by then. 


Jordan had also ordered 36 Mirage 
fighters from France. 

He said the Jordanian forces are 
not deployed fa an offensive mode 
against Israel. Jordan’s army at 
present contains four divisions : two 
armoured and two more mechaniz- 
ed. 

Saguy said that Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi is making 
strenuous efforts to develop an 
Arab nuclear potential. Asked 
about reports that Libya supplied 
the FLO with modern artillery with 
a range of 40 km., Saguy said that 
Israel already has had much ex- 
perience with long-range 
Katyushas in the hands of the PLO, 
whose range is almost 40 km. 

The PLO's recent convention fa 
Damascus proved that the terrorist 
organization is continually harden- 
ing its stance, Saguy said. There is 
no support fa the PLO for com- 
promise as far as Its political 
programme Is concerned. «- 


Saguy said that the UNU^IL ln 
Southern Lebanon had prevented 60 
terrorist incursions into the area ft 
patrolliKl recently. The PLO men 
had been stopped and sent back 
where they came from. They had 
not been detained, he said. 

The Intelligence chief said there 
were signs lately that the Christian 
militias in Northern Lebanon were 
beginning to patch up their quarrel 
with Syria. 

Although Egypt's relations with 
the rest of the Arab world have hot 
improved since the Camp David 
rift. Saguy said, the Egyptian chief 
of staff. General Ahmed Badawi, 
had made what is considered here 
to be a particularly grave state- 
ment when he said that the IDF was 
still Egypt's major challenge. 

Saguy said that a buHd-np of 
terror operations can be expected 
fa the near future with cells based 
fa Judea and Samaria and by PLO 
touts based ln Lebanon. 


Iranian executive killed for ‘aiding Zionism’ 


TEHERAN. — Sixteen persons 
were executed by firing squad fa 
Teheran yesterday. Including the 
head of the Iranian branch of Pepsi- 
Cola who was convicted of “helping 
Zionism" and other charges. 

Iran’s official Pars news agency 
said those executed yesterday in- 
cluded Yousef Sobhani, head of the 
55a mzan company, the Iranian divi- 
sion of PepaL, and five others who 
were convicted of “corruption on 
earth," sabotage, murder and 
counter-revolutionary acts. 

Other charges against Sobhani In- 
cluded murdering’ a “fighter” 17 
years ago and collaborating with 
Savak, the secret police under the 
deposed shah. The Zionism charge 
against him was similar to one 
levelled against Albert Danlelpour, 
a leader of Iran’s 40,000 Jews, who 
was executed last Thursday fa the 
town of Hamadan, southwest of 
Teheran. 

Danlelpour fa fact may have died 
from “severe torture" instead of 
being executed, according to infor- 
mation received yesterday by MK 
Moshe Katsav. 

The Likud MX, who is chairman 


of the roof organization of Iranian 
immigrant associations, reported 
that Danlelpour was found guilty of 
“the import of honey and the 
receipt of letters from Israel.” 
Katsav haw learned from sources 
ln Iran that the condition of Jews 
there has worsened of late, with 
telephone and mail threats to 
Jewish homes, discrimination by 
government offices, and confisca- 
tion of Iranian passports bearing 


Israeli visas. In addition, 
references to Israel have been 
scratched out of textbooks and anti- 
Semitic references added. 

The roof organization has decided 
to call on the free world to demand 
an investigation into Danlelpouris 
death.

BONN. — Foreign Ministers of 
the nine European Economic 
Community states have agreed 
on -a Middle East position sup-i 
porting Palestinian self- 
determination and opposing 
Israeli settlements on the West 
Bank, West German sources 
said yesterday. 

The draft proposal also calls for 
ail parties ln the Middle East to 
recognize the right of states in the 
region to exist, urges "a com- 
prehensive role" for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), 
and supports a “solution of the 
Jerusalem question." 

~ The 'sources, who asked not to be 
Identified, said the proposal would 
be submitted to the EEC heads of 
government at their summit in 
Venice tomorrow. 

However, an AP report from Lon- 
don says that EEC leaders see- a 
much vaguer role for the PLO than 
envisaged by the Bonn sources. 
This version suggests that the 
Europeans are working along the 
following lines: 

• The despatch of a special mis- 
sion to the Middle East to hear the 
views of all concerned parties, 
possibly but not definitely men- 
tioning the PLO. The underlying 
purpose Is to promote a Europe an- 
Arab dialogue during' what com- 
munity leaders think might be a 
perilous vacuum period while the 
U.S. presidential election campaign 
Is under way fa coming months. 

• Reaffirmation of a 1977 Euro- 
pean Community view that the 
legitimate aspirations of the 
Palestinian people must be realized 
and that they should participate in 
the negotiating process. A decision 
on whether the PLO should be men- 
tioned ln this context has yet to be 
taken. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter has 
urged the Europeans not to issue 
any Middle East statement that 
would undermine the Camp David 
talks. 

Fnrtn s ources said the nhw! foreign 
ministers saw the document not as 
an alternative to Camp David but 
as Europe’s “own contribution to a 
comprehensive and just peace." 

They stressed that the interests of 
the U.S. and Europe in solving the 
Middle East crisis “are Identical." 

But Bonn government sources 
maintain that the leaders at the 
Venice meeting have no plans for a 
new Mideast peace initiative. They 
will instead do a “stocktaking" of 
developments in the region and 
decide on a common position. ... _. 

Returning to Israel last night. 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said his talks with heads of states 
and foreign ministers in Holland, 
Denmark and Belgium had been 
friendly, but had revealed 
differences of opinion and thinking 
between him and his hosts. 

He said he could not claim to have 
succeeded in preventing the Euro- 
pean initiative on proposed changes 
fa Resolution 242. But he had made 
Israel's stance known, and he 
.hoped this might affect any 
decisions to be taken in Venice. 

In London, Shamir earlier yester- 
day explained Israel's views on the 
Middle East situation to Roy 
Jenkins, president of the. EEC. 

Also in London, Lord Carrington ‘ 
opened the way for official British 
government contact with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 
Until now, meetings with the PLO 
at ministerial level have been bann- 
ed, the only contacts being by 
Whitehall officials. 

In a letter just ' released, the 
Foreign Secretary wrote that he 
“cannot give any assurance about 
future contacts with the PLO. To do 
so migh t unacceptably restrict' our 
freedom to pursue our objective of 
a comprehensive settlement in the 
way- we judge best ln prevailing cir- 
cumstances." 

Carrington’s letter replied to the 
Conservative Friends of Israel, 
whose director wrote asking for “a 
firm resolve” by the government 
not to have any contacts with the 
PLO “unless and until the PLO 
recognizes the State of Israel, 
renounces terrorism and renounces 
Its Palestine covenant.” 

Carrington also said th»t while 
“the balanced principles” of UN 
Security Council resolution 242 
must be the foundation of any 
lasting peace, “we believe that the 
resolution is inadequate fa that It 
gives the Palestinians the status 
only of refugees.

Ml nursing plan 
drubbed by Hurvitz; 
cabinet to decide

The foil cabinet will have to 
decide on Finance Minister Ylgael 
Hurvitz's objection to establishing 
a nursing branch in the National In- 
surance Institute. 

Yesterday, the ministerial com- 
mittee on social affairs approved a 
proposal by Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Minister ' Israel Katz to 
transfer the 0.2 per cent of each 
employee's salary now paid to the 
Nil maternity department to 
finance a new nursing branch. 

The money will be used to insure 
for nursing care all those now in- 
sured for old age and survivors' 
pensions. Under the plan, the new 
branch will only come into active 
operation after building up a fund 
over a two- or three-year period to 
be devoted to planning and 
organization. Its establishment will 
not place a further burden on tax- 
payers. 

Hurvitz apparently has no objec- 
tion In principle to the nursing 
department. But he thinks the 
matter should first be examined 
from all sides, and that what is in- 
itially needed is a committee of ex- 
perts from the Treasury and the 
Health and Social Affairs 
Ministries. 

The Treasury's Budget Depart- 
ment head Uri Laor told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
new move laid the way open to 
waste and further com plications In 
the nursing scene. 

The Knesset still has before It 
proposals dealing with national 
health insurance and national pen- 
sion schemes, both of which should 
in large measure meet nursing 
needs. 

Hurvitz wants to determine the 
extent of the help to be given, what 


services the proposed new branch 
would give, who will give them and 
what the connection will be between 
the various social work agencies. 

Hurvitz’s attitude yesterday won 
support from Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Nissim, leaving the 
committee's chairman. Deputy 
Premier Ylgael Yadin, in sole sup- 
' port of Katz. Education Minister 
Zevuiun Hammer and Health 
Minister Eliezer Shostak had both 
said they supported the move, but 
neither attended the meeting. 

Katz said that today those aged 
over 75 make up 2.7 per cent of the 
population, with their proportion In 
the community growing. Even 
relatively well-off families can no 
longer bear the costs of nursing ser- 
vices for the aged. Yadin said he 
knew of cases in which families had 
broken up because of their inability 
to care for aged parents. 

The committee yesterday also , 
decided that the education levy 
paid by employees* and employers 
will be collected for another two , 
years, to finance free high school- 
ing. At present, employees pay 0.8 1 
per cent of their salaries, and 
employers a further 0.1 per cent. ; 

Katz said he was weighing his > 
reaction to Hammer's proposal to | 
the cabinet on this matter. Katz ob- 
jects to the NH becoming a tax 
collector for the government on j 
matters that are unconnected with !

The Nil council has already lodg- i 
ed an objection to continuing the 1

Yadin said the Treasury was in- 
consistent: on the one hand It 
wanted the NH to continue collec- 
ting the education levy, which was 
a function of the tax authorities, 
and on the other it objected to the 
setting up of the new NH nursing 
branch.

junction against the takeover. 

The government argues that the 
takeover will increase efficiency 
and save money. But the company 
objects that the move is politically 
motivated. 

Several MKs and Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek have called 
the government move "a mistake." 


Reagan informs Egyptians 
of desire for ‘wider peace’

WASHINGTON. — Republican 
presidential contender Ronald 
Reagan has quietly assured Egyp- 
tian officials that If elected presi- 
dent he will pursue a comprehen- 
sive peace agreement In the Middle 
East encompassing the 
Palestinians. 

Egyptian Ambassador Ashraf 
Ghorbal aaid yesterday that 
Reagan had conveyed this promise 
— different in tone from Reagan’s 
very pro-Israel campaign 
statements — during a 45- minute 
meeting between the two men in 
California . last Friday. Ghorbal 
said he found the conversation 
“very useful.” 

. Hie Egyptian envoy was quoted 
by “Hie Washington Star” as say- 
ing that Reagan's pledge was 
repeated over the weekend in Cairo 
when ■'Itfchard Allen, the 
Republican challenger’s chief 
foreign policy adviser, met with 
Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butroa Ghall • and 
Under-Secretary of State Osama el- 
Baz. 

“Reagan assured me he is con- 


vinced a comprehensive peace 
settlement ie very necessary and. If 
elected, he will deploy all efforts 
towards that goal,” Ghorbal said. 

The "Star” said that other 
Reagan aides have passed the word 
to Egyptian diplomats that Reagan 
“considers Egypt to be an ally 
equal to Israel.” 

Ghorbal said he bad sought the 
meeting with Reagan after reading 
accounts of the candidate's public 
statements which he said were 
“totally different from what I heard 
from him." 

During the campaign, Reagan 
has consistently stressed his sup- 
port for Israel as America's major 
strategic ally In the Middle East 
While the Americans are becom- 
ing increasingly convinced that the 
autonomy negotiation^ will_be 
resumed in the coming weeks, they 
are by no^ me a^a confidant thatihe 
five remaining disputed issues can 
be resolved very soon. 

Privately, U.S. sources suggest 
that the administration wants to 
“tread water” until after the 
November presidential elections — 
when a major push to “make 
progress" can be expected. 


Young inmate recovering 
after brutal jail beating

HAD ERA. — A 15-year-old boy who 
had been beaten violently on Mon- 
day by another Inmate In Neve 
Horesh. juvenile prison yesterday 
was out of danger after a kidney 
operation, the police reported. 

The boy suspected of the attack 
was also rushed to the hospital last 
night after swallowing a pin in the 
detention cell where he was being 
held. 

A source In the institution said 
yesterday that the attacker had in- 
vited the other boy to the In- 
stitution's exercise yard, and then 
beat him with a club and kicked 
him all over his body, claiming that 
he had seen his- victim kicking bis 
dog. 

The attacker is known for his 
violence and is a leading inmate at 


the home, where 35 boys aged 14 to 
18 are confined. 

"The boy who was attacked la 
new here and was not familiar with 
the customs of the place — 
therefore he was beaten up," a 
source said. 

After the boy was lying In a pool 
of his own blood, his assailant 
ordered him to say that he had been 
injured falling off the roof. 

"The victim would not complain 
about what happened to him," the 
source said. "Another Inmate saw 
what had happened and told the 
supervisors the truth. Only then did 
the. victim change his story about 
the roof.” 

He said that since the Incident oc- 
curred, a tense atmosphere prevail- 
ed at the Institution, and the Labour 
Ministry sent two extra supervisors ' 
to reinforce the staff. 


Compensation for Hebron family 


RAMALLAK (Itlm). — The 
military government will give the 
Harbawl family of Hebron 13800,000 
in a one-time compensation pay- 
ment for their store. The store was 
blown up by the IDF following the 
May 2 attack In Hebron, in which 
six Jews were killed by sniper fire. 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
ordered the grant after the family 
had proved that they had saved 
Jews in the 1929 Hebron massacre. 

The head of the family, Idris Har- 
bawi, also wants the lot back so he 
can build a new store. 


3 U.S. bosses at Negev base fired

Three top American officials 
with the Negev Airbase Contractors 
have been fired for incompetence, 
Defence Ministry sources 
acknowledged yesterday. The con- 
sortium is building the Ovda air- 
field near Eilat. 

The report of the firings appeared 
yesterday in "Ma'ariv.” 

The three — a senior project 
manager, the chief of planning and 
quality control and the head of the 
manpower department — are still 
in Israel, but will be replaced soon. 

Officially the Defence Ministry 
claims that the three were dismiss- 
ed after doubts arose as to their 
qualifications to handle the growing 
work-load as the construction 


deadline approaches. 

• However, The Jerusalem Post 
has learned that "Ma'ariv" will 
next week start publishing a series 
of articles which point to gross 
maladministration at the construc- 
tion site. 

Israeli defence officials denied 
yesterday that there was any suspi- 
cion attached to the three regarding 
anything other than "an inability to 
manage." "Ma'ariv" had Indicated 
that the dismissals were a result of 
Irregularities which the paper fail- 
ed to specify. 

A Defence Ministry source' said 
that the entire Negev airbase 
programme was now under re- 
assessment, since the project will 
move into high gear next month.

MKs hit weak enforcement 
of pollution control laws

Israel is the only c ountry In the 
world that does not have a single 
ministry responsible for dealing 
with aspects of environmental 
problems and the quality of life, 
Yosef Tamlr (Shal) said In the 
' Knesset yesterday.' 

Opening a debate to mark World 
Environment Day (which was 
observed on June 5), Tamlr charg- 
ed that in Israel there is no serious 
enforcement of environmental laws 
designed to protect the public 
against air pollution and un- 
necessary noise. 

Building laws are flouted, he 
sold, ouc water sources are in 
danger of pollution, and Israel lags 
far behind other countries in ef- 
ficient and economical garbage 
collection. 

Among the points made in the 
debate were the following: 


Tamar Eshel: Responsibility for 
enforcing the "Kanowitz Law” 
(Law for the Prevention of 
Nuisances! should be assigned, by 
law, to a single minister. As It now 
stands, the interior minister and 
the health minister neutralize one 
another, and nothing is done. 

Stef Wertheimer (Shai): An 
education campaign should he un- 
dertaken to inculcate environmen- 
tal awareness. Stiff fines should be 
imposed on despoilers of the en- 
vironment, and mayors who shirk 
their duties In protecting the en- 
vironment should be called to ac- 
count 

ShJomo Yaacov Gross (Agudat 
Ylsrael): Moat Israelis look after 
their own homes. But no one gives a 
hoot about what goes on outside, 
whether it is the sidewalk, garbage 
palls, buses, or bus stations. These 
are all filthy, as nowhere else in the 
world.

Zipori defends 
officers’ chauffeurs

Most armies do net assign perma- 
nent chauffeurs to officers, but the 
IDF does, Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zipori told the Knesset 
yesterday. 

In reply to a parlia m entary ques- 
tion • by Apaaf Y&gurl (Likud- 
Ya’ad) . Zipori said that there are 
106 chauffeurs in the central dis- 
trict permanently assigned to in- 
dividual officers. 

"In the past,” he said, without 
specifying how long ago, the army 
had examined the possibility of 
organizing these chauffeurs Into a 
pool at the general staff camp. But 
a study indicated that such a 
system would not work. 

Yagurl then asked whether there 
wasn't an alternative system, 
perhaps more efficient than a pool. 

"Over the years, practices have 
developed that have won general 
acceptance as a way of life,” Zipori 
said. “Apparently, this too is one of 
the problems we shall have to grap- 
ple with."

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Kupat Holim doctors call 
for freedom from Histadrut 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Kupat HoUm’s doc- 
tors yesterday called for the com- 
plete severance of the sick fund 
from the HlStadrut and the in- 
troduction ot private medical prac- 
tice within Kupat Ho Mm hospitals. 

Dn Miriam Zangen, rhn<T-m«n of 
the 5, 000-strong organization of 
Kupat Holim doctors, and kleputy 
chairman Dr. Shmuel Friedman, 
claimed that “if these two steps 
were taken, Kupat Holim* s medical 
services would be Improved 
tremendously." 

Separating the sick fund from the 
Histadrut, they claimed, would 
greatly Increase the Income of the 
sick fund. At present, 55 per cent of 
Histadrut dues go to Kupat Holim, 
the rest to the EDstadrut's general 
activities, they said. 

Asked if this step would not ruin 


the Histadrut, since persons can 
join Kupat Holim only by joining 
the Histadrut, Dr. Zangen said: “I 
don’t know about the Histadrut. But 
our role as doctors is to deliver 
proper, medical services, and we 
are not doing this to the best of pur 
abilities under the present set-up.” 

She also proposed that in addition 
to monthly dues, patients would pay 
the clinic doctor for each visit. 

The sum would sot be nominal, 
but special arrangements would be 
made for patients with chronic 
ailments, or for the poor. 

"When Kupat Holim began 
charging a nominal sum for 
medicines, the use of medicines 
plummeted,” Friedman said. “We 
have not heard complaints, that 
patients are depriving themselves 
of the medicines they really need. 
They simply don't ask for 
medicines which they don't need.” 


New desalination unit for Eilat

EILAT. — A new seawater 
desalination unit was put into ser- 
vice' Here yesterday by Mekorot. 

Ya’acov Tuvia," managing direc- 
tor of the water company, told 
newsmen that the unit works on the 
energy-saving principle of reverse 
osmosis. 

Shmuel Kantor, chief engineer of 
Mekorot, said the system was com- 
pletely ‘designed, built and will be 
operated by Israelis. 

The unit will produce 100 cubic 
metres of sweet water per day. On 


peak days in Eilat, 22,000 cubic 
metres of water are used, half ef 
which is desalinated water. 

Mekorot operates 22 desalination 
units throughout the country, 13 on 
the reverse osmosis system. 

The method uses water pressure 
to force sea water through tfrough 
thf« plastic membranes width are 
semi-permeable filtering out the 
salt. 

The cost per cubic metre of sweet 
water with this method is ap- 
proximately 182.70, as compared to 
more than ISIS In conventional 
systems. 


. Hasmonean palaces found at Jericho 


Special to the Jerusalem Post 

Twin palaces of the Maccabees 
have been excavated In Jericho by 
a Hebrew University team of 
archaeologists. 

Dr. 'E2md Tfetidr of the uni vers • 
sity’s Institute of s ArchaeoIogg .an- ‘ 
nounced this yesterday at the coin*' 
elusion of the Eighth Season of 
digging at the site. 

The main effort in this six-month 
season was aimed at exposing the 
Hasmonean winter palace complex 
to the north of Wadi Kelt, which is 
so far the only Hasmonean (Macca- 
bean) palace known. In fact, it is 
one of very few buildings from that 
period revealed anywhere so far, 
Netzer said. 

The main palace building', which 
lies beneath an artificial mound 
built by King Herod, has not yet 
been excavated down to tts floor 
levels. But two Hasmonean 
buildings comprising the palace's 
southern wing were exposed almost 
in their entirety tida season, Netzer 
said. 

These two buildings, standing one 
beside the other, have identical 
plans in mirror Image, and were 
added -to the original palace over 
the years, he added. Each of the 
two identical palaces is centred 
around a spacious open courtyard, 


with a large reception hall leading 
out to the courtyard through an 
open portico. These “twin” palaces 
have an abundance of bath in- 
stallations and ritual baths, as 
befits the dwelling of the High 
Priests' fairiilies, Netzer said. r - i r ‘ 
■ It is- probable that the two houses 
were built for the well known rival 
Hasmonean brothers, Hyrcanus II 
and Ariatobolus H, Netzer said. 

The archaeologists also started 
exposing *a 20-dunam area which 
was the service and industrial zone 
for the palaces. Here they especial- 
ly noted two large ritual 1 baths con- 
taining many vessels. About one 
sixth of the zone has been ex- 
cavated, to be continued next 
season, Netzer said.

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Pressure after U.S. election 
could be Begin excuse to go

TEL AVIV. — Highly placed Herut 
sources now estimate that Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin Is deter- 
mined to prolong his government’s 
lifs at least until after November's 
American elections. 

After that point, early elections in 
Israel should not be ruled out, and it 
Is possible that Begin may dissolve 
the Knesset without waiting for a 
coalition crisis, the sources say. 

-The thinking In Herat is that 
following the U.S. presidential elec- 
tions, Israel Is likely to feel con- 
siderably increased U.S. pressure 
on the autonomy question, especial- 
ly if President Jimmy Carter is re- 
elected. 

Once such pressure is exerted. 
Begin could use it as a pretext to 
tender his resignation on the 
ground that the nation is being fac- 


ed with fateful decisions upon 
which the people must have their 
say. 

In the meantime, an Interim 
government would be In power and ■ 
would be unable to yield to any 
pressure. The fact that an election : 
campaign would be under way here . * 
would also make it easier for the • 
prime minister and his cabinet to 
refuse to make concessions.

HONGKONG (UPI), — Hundreds 
of Vietnamese refugees popped up 
in Southeast Asia yesterday in the 
heaviest exodus of boat people In a 
year. 

Hongkong officials said 327 Viet- 
namese had arrived in four boats 
since midnight, pushing the 
number of arrivals this month 
toward the 900 mark. Hundreds 
more were expected. 

Another 130 refugees were 
scheduled to dock In Singapore, 
which only accepts Vietnamese 
after Western countries pledge to 
resettle them. 

Malaysia’s east coast also has 
received 900 Vietnamese boat peo- 
ple during the first 10 days of June, 
the largest total since last summer, 
officials in Kuala L&mpur said 
yesterday. 

Hongkong officials have Insisted 
they have no reason to expect a 
major surge of Vietnamese 
refugees despite the rapidly in- 
creasing numbers of boat people 
and Hanoi’s frustration with an 
"orderly departure" scheme. The 
number of refugees washing up In 
Aslan ports so far this month is the 
heaviest flow since last June at the 
peak of the Vietnamese refugee ex- 
odus. 

•The estimated 900 refugee 
arrivals in Hongkong in the first 10 
days of June already eclipsed the 
635 who arrived in the British 
colony in all of May.

— The leading 
oil exporters yesterday moved 
towards a majority agreement 
which would mean a marginal rise 
in OPEC oQ price a, with Saudi 
Arabia disse ntin g and choosing to 
stay at its present rate, conference 
sources said. 

As ministers of the 13-natlon 
OPEC entered what was expected 
to be -Hwxi barg aining session of 

their Algiers meeting, the sources 
said that, 11 the Saudis persisted in 
opposing a compromise $32 a barrel 
benchmark price proposed by Iraq, 
the majority would go ahead and fix 
prices around ft without Saudi 
Arabia. 

The tentative agreement reached 
among the majority states is to set 
their prices on the basis of a $32 
benchmark, with those above this 
level maintaining their current 
rates. 

Lower priced producers would go 
up, except the dissenting Saudis 
who, at $28 a barrel, axe at the bot- 
tom of OPEC's present free-for-all 
price range as -well as being the 
biggest oil exporter. 

The sources said the arrange- 
ment would mean a price increase 
of S2.00 each by Kuwait, Qatar, 
Iraq, the United Arab Emirates, 
Venezuela, Indonesia, Gabon and 
Ecuador. 


£750 for his lady 
love’s rose 

LONDON (AP). — A faded yellow 
rose kissed by Greta Garbo and 
cherished by Sir Cedi Beaton as a 
memento of the woman he loved 
and lost, was sold yesterday tor 
£750 in an auction of the late society 
photographer's memorabilia. 

The rose, which Beaton kept 
pressed between, the pages of his 
diary before having it framed, waa • 
snapped up by a buyer acting for 
another photographer. New 
Zealander Gary Rogers. 

His imagination caught by the 
romantic story, Rogers wanted to 
give the Sower & "good home," it 
- war said. Currently vacationing in 
Norway, he wasn't Immediately 
aware that he’s the new owner of 
the famous bloom. 

Bidding for the rose was brisk at 
the auction held in Beaton's 17th- 
century country retreat in 
Wiltshire, west of London. Beaton, 
who made his name taking por- 
traits of top people, died last 
January, aged 76. 

Heide O'Hanlon, of Christie's, the 
London fine art auctioneers who 
organized the sale, said Rogers, 
who works for a German magazine, 
became obsessed with the story of 
the yellow rose when he did a 
feature layout on Beaton's home a 
few weeks ago. 


France, Britain

80 die as Indian turmoil 
spreads to Tripura state 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — A 
spreading revolt in India’s tur- 
bulent northeast has thrown into 
turmoil the tea state of Tripura 
where at least 80 people were killed 
at the weekend. 

Tripura is the forth northeastern 
state to be convulsed by unrest over 
the presence of settlers from 
neighbouring areas. The fifth, 
Nagaland, Is coping with tribal in- 
surgents. 

The flare-up over the past four 
days was the worst in Tripura. 
More than 400 people were injured 
in clashes between tribesmen and 
Immigrants,- thousands at houses 
were burned and 30,000 people 
made homeless, the Press Trust of 

.nf. ■ 


India (PTI) reported. 

The violence in Tripura spilled 
over -from neighbouring Assam 
where nine months of agitation 
l&ve claimed at feast 130 lives. 

The Tripura Upaijatl Tuva 
Samitl, a youth group spearbeading 
the movement, has revived an old 
demand to force out everyone who 
migrated to Tripura in 1947 from 
East Pakistan (now Bangladesh) 
which almost surrounds the Indian 
state. 

The inflow of Bengali-speaking 
migrants reduced the tribal popula- 
tion in Tripura to a minority. Im- 
migrants now account for 70 per 
cent of a total population of more 

than 1.5 milli on. • 


Schmidt’s Social Democrats 
endorse East-West detente 


ESSEN (Reuter). — West Ger- 
many’s ruling Social Democrats 
(SPD) yesterday approved an elec- 
tion manifesto which coupled a 
strong commitment to East-West 
detente with an appeal to Moscow 
to take up a NATO offer of arms 
talks. 

The vote, at the end of a two-day 
party conference in Essen, effec- 
tively endorsed the cautious line 
taken by Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt’s government since the 
start at the crises over Afghanistan 
and Iran. 

Both the SPD and their junior 
coalition partners, the Free 
Democrats (FDP), have now made 
the need to preserve detente a key 
plank in party platforms for the Oc- 
tober 5 elections. 

The manifesto also stated that 
West Europe could not do without 
the military protection of the U.8.,- 
and urged the Soviet Union to act on 
last December's NATO proposal for 
talks on limiting medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe.

Pleasing the powers

A NEWLY published book by Egyp- 
tian lawyer and journalist Mustafa 
-Marei analyzes the trials and 
tribulations of the Egyptian 'press 
since daily newspapers and influen- 
tial magazines were nationalized In 
1930. And he Interprets current 
attempts to turn the press into 
“popular Independent estate” as no 
more than an extension of the 
press’s 20-year-long subordination 
to the interest of the government. 

The book, entitled "The Press — 
the Estate and the Ruler,” traces 
the history of the term “Fourth 
Estate” from its first use in 1859 by 
the British historian Macaulay to 
1979, when the Egyptian govern- 
ment finally adopted the term and 
proposed that it be incorporated 
into the country's constitution. 

Marei, writing with the Impec- 
cable logic of an experienced 
lawyer, argues that Egypt is the 
only country In the world ever to 
have taken at face value what 
M acaulay and subsequent writers 
intended to be metaphor for the 
press's- enormous influence on pub- 
lic opinion. 

Although he occasionally feels 
compelled to lead the reader 
through wordy laws and presiden- 
tial decrees in which few of the 
words refer to anything tangible or 
visible, Marei makes it clear that 
what really matters is who owns the 
newspapers and who appoints the 
staff. 

Today, the newspapers are own- 
ed by the semi-dissolved Arab 
Socialist Union, headed by the 
president of the republic, and 
senior editorial posts are part of the 
President’s patronage. 

Marei describes the results of 
patronage: “Editors Impose self- 
censorship oxi themselves and on 
those beneath them for fear that the 
president may punish them and in 
the hope of his re w ard. 

"If the president’s hand can 
reach even a giant like Mohammed 


Hassanein Heikal (one-time editor 
of “Al-Ahram”), what chance do 
the dwarfs have?" 

THE DECISION to nationalize, 
Marei says, was taken out of envy 
for the high circulation and healthy 
profits of the big newspapers. 
Papers created in the 1950s to serve 
the ends of the revolutionary com- 
mand council did not have the 
appeal of the great -independents 
“AI-Ahram” and "Al-Akhbar.” 

But with President Anwar 
Sadat's gradual introduction of a 
multi-party system and the trap- 
pings of democracy, the Arab 
Socialist- Union (ASU), once 
Egypt’s only political organization, 
lost most of its functions. 

The ASU then came to represent 
the vestiges of Nasserite rule, 
legalizing presidential control of 
the press and, through its parties 
committee, acting as a filter 
through which all applications to 
form new political parties must 
pass. The latest application was 
dismissed because the political 
platform of the applicants was 
deemed "unrealistic.” 

The “Fourth Estate" idea made 
Its Egyptian debut in a book called . 
“The Crisis of Freedom in Our 
World," by Khaled Mohammed 
Khaled, which appeared in 1983. 
Khaled, accepting, the nationaliza- 
tion of the press as an inevitable 
aspect of socialism, “dug deep in 
tomes of law in search of some way 
to protect a nationalized press from 
subordination to the state," Mare! 
says. 

What he came up with was the 
idea of turning the press Into the 
fourth estate of the constitution, un- 
der the jurisdiction of an elected 
supreme council. 

To Sadat's successive 
governments, the Idea fitted neatly 
the new emphasis on "the rule of 
law," without giving the press suf- 
ficient rein to "abuse” Its freedom. 


Since then the debate 'has been 
over how and by whom the 
Supreme Press Council is to be ap- 
pointed. 

MAREI SAYS he wrote his book In 
a hurry as a last-ditch plea against 
“an unprecedented and illiberal 
law." namely the Press Law push- 
ed through the People’s Assembly 
(parliament) in four days during 
July 1979. 

The law, in its initial form, gave 
51 per cent ownership of the press to 
the Shoura Council, an imaginary 
second chamber of parliament with 
a history as tortuous as that of the 
fourth estate. The other 49 per cent 
fell to the lot of journalists and 
print workers. 

Apart from owning Egypt's 
newspapers, the Shoura Council 
which Sadat calls “the assembly of 
the Egyptian family," would also 
have a controlling interest in the 
Supreme Press Council, holding 51 
of the 101 votes. This control Is cun- 
ningly disguised by giving the 
Shoura Council's 17 appointees 
three votes each against two votes 
each for the 25 journalists. 

Journalists might possibly accept 
this arrangement If the Shoura 
Council were directly elected. But 
as plans now stand, the president, 
as “father of the Egyptian family, 
will appoint one-third of the coun- 
cil’s members,' and his National 
Democratic Party would ride to an 
easy victory in' the other two-thirds 
of the seats. 

Marei need not not have been so 
hasty in writing his book. The 
Egyptian press may still be bland, 
Hrwid and even obsequious, but con- 
certed criticism and a touch of civil 
disobedience can shock the govern- 
ment into retreat. 

Twice already the new Press Law 
has been reclassified ae a white 
paper open to public debate and 
consultation. In Egypt, "open to 
public debate" is a euphemism for 
shelving until the air h»m cleared. 


Face to face with mumps

IN A PREVIOUS article I discussed 
a mild case of meningitis which 
turned out to be due to a mumps in- 
fection, and I promised to return to 
the subject of mumps In its more 
conventional form. At present there 
do seem to be a few cases of mumps 
around, so this might be an oppor- 
tunity to honour that promise. 

I find that mumps is a diagnosis 
that most mothers aren’t afraid to 
make cm their own if they discover 
that their child’s face has swollen 
up. Although it is true that this is 
usually the 'most phyricaflyVtHfidhg * 
feature of mumps and i*~d(ie to in- 
flammation of the parotid salivary 
glands situated below the ears 
(hence the other name for mumps, 
epidemic parotitis), the disease is 
nevertheless a generalized viral in- 
fection and one which, as my 
previous article indicated, may on 
occasions affect other parts of the 
body. 

Mumps Is primarily a disease of 
children, although adults are by no 
means exempt. In my practice, I 
see about four or five cases in 
children under the age of 12 for 
every one over that age. It Is rare in 
the first year of life and this may be 
due to temporary antibody protec- 
tion secured before birth from the 
mother. 

There is no conclusive evidence 
that mumps in the pregnant woman 
causes deformity In the chl],d. 
Mumps Is moderately Infectious, 
and the virus can be readily found in 
the saliva for several days, both 
before and after the facial swelling 
appears. 

As with many other infectious dis- 
eases, not everyone infected shows 
any evidence of this. In mumps, 
such sub-clinical cases may amount 
to as much as 50 per cent of all those 
infected. 

Such people may. of course, still 
be a potent source of infection to 


others. There are also cases of 
atypical mumps, where the facial 
swelling is absent, when the true 
diagnosis may be missed. 

However, In a typical case of 
mumps, the Incubation period 
seems to be between about two to 
three weeks. Then the nitw— proper 
begins, with a feeling of befog un- 
well, fever, and pain at the angle of 
both jaws as toe parotid glands 
become involved. 

' These enlarge over toe next day 
or so to take on their familiar 
appearance. CarefuTe juunlnaftoh of 
the -swelling enables the .doctor to 
differentiate it, if necessary, from 
other common swellings in this 
area, such as enlarged lymph 
glands resulting from a nearby up- 
per respiratory or throat infection. 

USUALLY, both aides of the face 
are affected simultaneously in 
mumps, but sometimes one side 
only is involved. On occasions, both 
sides do become involved but not at 
the same time. Such situations may 
cause some confusion with the 
diagnosis. 

The actual amount of swelling 
and discomfort may vary from case 
to cose, but normally after two or 
three days the swelling begins to 
subside and is gone, as Is the dis- 
ease before a week is out. 

As with any of the primarily 
childhood infections, there are com- 
plications In mumps, but these are 
uncommon. The complication of 
which most people seem to be well 
aware Is Inflammation of the 
testicles, or orchitis. 

I should 8 ay immediately that the 
worry created by this possibility is 
greatly exaggerated. Firstly, 
orchitis is very rare In mumps 
before puberty, when most esses of 
the infection occur. Thereafter, It 
may occur to a varying degree on 
one or both sides In perhaps one In 
10 or less of male mumps sufferers. 


Rarely, it may be the sole 
manifestation of mumps. 

The main concern of course is 
about the effect on subsequent fer- 
tility. In this respect, for 
reassurance. I can do no better than 
quote a prominent medical author! 
ty on the matter who says that “the 
physician can with good conscience 
assure Ms patient (with mumps 
orchitis) at the outset and without 
subsequent routine .examination 
that he has little or nothing to worry 
about." 

Apart from -orchitis, and-, the i 
meningitis. I d hajge already \jiritten 
about, other rare compUcatioais of 
mumps include inflammation of the 
pancreas, a type of brain Inflamma- 
tion quite distinct from meningitis, 
and deafness. I have never en 
countered any of these, or indeed 
any other of the very rare com- 
plications of the disease. 

AS MIGHT BE imagined, the treat- 
ment of mumps is purely symp- 
tomatic until the condition passes 
off of its own accord. Nursing -care 
and drugs to bring down toe fever 
and counteract painjoad discomfort 
are the mainstays. Some doctors 
favour steroid drugs to help 
decrease facial or testicular swell 
ing if this is severe, but the value of 
such treatment both in the short and 
long term is, to say the least, 
arguable. 

Vaccines against mumps are also 
available, but as yet their place in 
the immunization schedule has not 
been established and their routine 
use at the moment is not 
widespread. 

A final word on the subject: 
Claims that children have had 
repeated attacks of mumps are 
prpbably untrue. Most of these 
cases are, in fact, due to recurrent 
lymph gland swelling as a result of 
repeated Infections in the upper 
respiratory tract. 


Adding spice to exports

EVERYONE’S grandmother 
knows that dill Is good for pickles 
and that gefllte fish needs a touch of 
pepper. But does it take a youthful 
spirit to appreciate basil with 
. buttered noodles and oregano on a 
toasted cheese sandwich? 

Where herbs and apices are con- 
cerned. there’s a noticeable genera- 
tion gap In Israel, according to 
Hassade Spices of Kibbutz Bahan. 
The two-year-old” firm, which 
produces dried leaf spices for ex- 
port, came to this conclusion after 
meeting local consumers at the 
Kibbutz Industries Exhibition last 
March. 

“It was interesting that most of 
toe buyers were young people who 
know how to use a variety of dried 
apices, while older people resist 
change and prefer to buy fresh 
herbs in the market," said kibbutz 
member' and spice factory worker 
Aaron Steinhart.. 

Bahan; located in Emek Hefer. 
east of Netanya, was a pioneer in 
the herb trade In Israel, producing 
parsley, oregano, tarragon, basil, 
sage, rfarjoram, dill, rosemary 
and lemon grass. The bulk of its 
production Is exported to Europe 
and toe U.S., although a . small 
amount is sold to local wholesalers 
and packagers. 

Retail shoppers are also able to 
purchase Hassade products at the 
“Modem Living SO” exhibit at the 
ToT Aviv Fairgrounds, which is 
open until June 14. 

BAHAN went Into herb cultivation 
after a search for agricultural 


alternatives to cotton, the kibbutz's 
most important cash crop. They 
wanted to diversify and were look- 
ing for something profitable that 
wouldn't require as much water as 
cotton does. 

After making a study of world 
market conditions and testing a 
variety of herbs on a 10 -dunam plot, 
the kibbutz decided to go ahead 
with the venture. The herbs are 
grown In kibbutz fields and dried In 
Its new processing plant. All 
products meet the standards of the 
American Spice Trade Association, 
of .which Hassade Spices is a 
member. 

The spice trade is hardly new to 
the Middle East. Joseph's brothers 
sold him to a caravan of spice 
merchants from Gilead; and the 
Queen of Sheba made King Solomon 
a gift of a spice-laden camel train. 

But spice and herb production is a 
new venture for Israeli agriculture. 
At present there are only two firms 
In the field — Hassade and Tav-EH 
Ltd. of Moshav Talxney EJ-Azar. 

Breaking into the world market 
has been difficult. Israeli oregano, 
for example, has to compete with 
the widely known and accepted 
Greek and Turkish varieties. 

“This is a very traditional 
market, and we are new 
producers.” said Hassade manager 
Etoanan Harlev. “Our products 
have toe advantage of superior 
quality and cleanliness, but we 
have to inspire confidence la 
them.” 

Another problem is the Ugh cost 
of transport because of the 


bulkiness of toe herbs relative to 
their weight, Harlev said. Despite 
the obstacles, however. Hassade 
sold out its 1979 crop and plans to in- 
crease production this season. 

The kibbutz is also discussing the 
possibility of marketing the herbs 
in retail outlets. With this in mind, 
they have produced a leaflet with 
suggestions on using the herbs and 
a few recipes. One sample: 

CHIC-CHAC PIZZA 

Ingredients: 2 pittot, 2 tomatoes, 
150 grams yellow cheese, oil, 1 
small can tomato sauce, black 
olives. 1 can anchovies, I teaspoon 
oregano. 

Directions: Cut pittot in half. Cut 
tomatoes into thin slices and grate 
the cheese. Sprinkle a few drops of 
oil on the pittot, and place three 
slices of tomato on each one. 
Spread pittot with tomato sauce, 
decorate with olives and anchovies, 
and top with cheese and oregano. 
Place in medium oven or under 
grill for seven minutes or until 
cheese melts. Serves 4.

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Shavit at Manufacturers Association annual meeting: 


‘Export industries are pillar of 


country’s welfare and security’

TEL AVIV, '-r- Export-oriented In- 
dustries are the solid foundation on 
which rests the future of Israel in 
all other respects — not only 
economically, but also militarily. 
‘‘And there are three distinct and 
(Crave signs that this foundation Is 
fa? from being' as solid as we here In 
the Manufacturers Association 
would like it to be,** Avr&h&m 
"Jjumji" Shavit, president of the 
association, said yesterday on the 
eve of Its annual meeting. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvltz 
and Gideon Patt, Minister of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism, will ad- 
dress the members today. 

The first flaw In the foundation of 
export Industries, Shavit said, was 
the easiest to detect. "Foreign in- 
vestors prefer many other coun- 
tries to Israel. These Include 
Ireland, Greece, Puerto Rico, Por- 
tugal. and others. These foreign in- 
vestors go where the Investment 
cjUmAte is good; and they are not 
coming here." 

The second flaw was the rapid 


dropping-off of local investments. 
. "When you can make more money 
by buying index-linked bonds, why 
risk your money In industry," he 
said, pointing out that the key-word 
here was "export profitability.'* If 
exports were profitable. Investors 
would come forward to put their 
money in Industry. 

Shavit went on to point out that 
"you don't invest in Industry today 
and reap the fruits tomorrow.*' The 
fruit is picked la three or four 
years. And if industry Is exporting 
today, it is because Investments 
were made a few years ago. But If 
we don't invest today, we will be 
“sinning'' against ourselves and 
our future. So we must make export 
Industry — which he extended to in- 
clude agriculture and tourism — 
profitable. •

In the past few months, he 
claimed, EH Al had “got on the right 
course, and all we have to do is keep 
it flying in the right direction." If 
this was done, El Al would soon be 
flying In the black, and not In the 
red. he said. 

"At any rate, anytime anybody of 
a&y stature tells me to get out of El 
AL he won’t find me fighting hard to 
stay. Tm only getting paid one 
dollar a year, and of this, only 40 
cents stay In my pocket. The rest 
goes for taxes." 

Shavit added that he viewed his 
work with El Al as an extension of 
that at the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. the success of both aiding the 
country to get on its economic feet. 
"Inflation Is bad enough, but the 
adverse balance of payments Is 
much, much worse. Inflation is in- 
ternal, but going deeper into exter- 
nal debt can spell disaster for the 
country.”

Inflation bites into food purchases

TEL AVIV. — There are sure signs 
that inflation Is changing the buy- 
ing, habits of Israelis — they are 
buying less of everything, even 
food. Tills was the message Asher 
Gfbet, managing director of the 
country’s largest chain of super- 
markets, the Co-op Tel Aviv Dan 
Hasharon, conveyed to the press 
here' recently. 

Hr said that in the first three 
months of this year his chain sold 
only 3.400 tons of vegetables, com- 
pared to 4,080 tons dining the same 
period last year. For fruit the figure 
was 1,500. tons compared to 1,870 
tons. Only bananas remained 
steady at 525 tons. GTbst indicated 
that he didn't have exact figures for 
meat and fish, but indicated that 
the trend was the same. 

He explained that inflation was 
.also making it difficult for the chain 
to open new supermarkets, but that 
it would nevertheless continue to do 
so. Most new outlets will be in sub- 
urban areas, where land is cheaper 
and where less expensive buildings 
can be put up than those In Inner 
cities. These large stores are called 


niperffhook. There are at present 
only four such supershoqks, com- 
pared to 99 regular supermarkets, 
but during the coming years more 
and more supershooks will be built. 

After an Interval of several 
years, Gibst said, the chain was 
again selling membership cer- 
■ tifi cates costing 13100, which entitle 
the owner to a 2 per cent discount on 
all purchases. According to the new 
system purchasers will receive the 
discount bn the spot. Previously 
they had to collect sales stubs and 
present them for crediting twice a 
year.

Patt reconfirms importance of 
Health Resorts Authority

“No one from my ministry travell- 
ed to Egypt with me."

Map am), who wanted to know 
whether there was any good reason 
tor continuing the Health Resorts 
Authority. 

■ Patt replied in the affirmative, 
and listed half a dozen ‘of the 
authority’s accomplishments. He 
said it had conducted 25 medical 
studies, and had arranged 19 con- 
gresses and symposiums, local and 
international. 

The authority encourages health 
tourism, has commissioned expert 
studies on the possibilities of 
developing Israel’s hotnprings, and 
encourages private entrepreneurs 
to invest in health resorts, Patt 
said. 

A contract tor the bottling of 
mineral water has' been signed, and 
negotiations are being conducted 
with entrepreneurs with regard to 
three other projects.

I 
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Hath Begin all the 
sun that shines? 

IT IS REFRESHING, as one warily walks the gloom-and-daom- 
filled streets of Israel today, to come across a man pacing bold- 
ly and confidently, his face cheerfully aglow as though with the 
promise of some new dawn. That man is Menahem- Begin, our 
premier. 

The day before yesterday Mr. Begin assured the Likud faction 
in the Knesset that he fully expected to be summoned to form 
the next government as well as keep heading the present one. 
He indicated that he would feel even more certain of the out- 
come of the next election, if the Likud were truer to its name, 
which suggests a united party, rather a free-for-all. 

. But that was no cause for the premier to lose faith in himself, 
or for that matter in the people. 

Clearly, Mr. Begin* must be privy to some inside information 
that is denied to simple mortals. He must have his own reason to 
-believe that the people are overwhelmingly with him, positively 
'enjoying the fruits of his leadership, and looking forward eager- 
ly to his continued stewardship, and never mind the opinion 
polls. 

Mr. Begin may, of course, be entirely right in his electoral 
prediction. The first rule of politics is that anything is possible, 
even the most unimaginable. But we still would dearly wish to 
find out the sources of Mr. Begln's oracular euphoria. 

Perhaps — it Is just a thought — the premier reads 
newspapers that are not available to anyone else. 

In those newspapers, the news reads differently. Something 
like this, perhaps. Mr. Ehrlich has nominated Mr. Sharon for 
the Israel Prize in democracy, and the two kissed and made up. 
Mr. Muskie has called a press conference to announce that his 
earlier reference to the possibility of a Palestinian state was 
made in jest. Mr. Freij let it be known that he positively enjoys 
having his shop door bashed open by soldiers. Mr. Hurvitz has 
struck a deal with'Mr. Meshel keeping inflation at the 5 per cent 
line : anything in excess will he considered illegal. Mr. Levy has 
discovered a secret cache of new housing, which will be dis- 
tributed to the lowest bidders; and other news to that effect. 

.Alas, we cannot find that news. The fault, no doubt, is ours. 

Still a pious hope 

CONVERSION of* the telecommunications service into an 
autonomous corporation has been on the drawing board for 
years. Specific recommendations to that effect were made by 
the Herzog committee as early as June 1978. They were reaf- 
firmed by several other committees since then. 

Monday’s decision by the economic cabinet finally to set up an 
independent telephone company may or may not be a landmark 
in the improvement of tin* essential service. The failings with 
which it has long been afflicted are only too well known to the 
suffering public. . - 

By itself, reorganization of the service is no panacea. Much 
depends on how the new company will be allowed to operate — 
and it is obviously significant that the Treasury has retained a 
tight rein on all future expansion. Investment will continue to be 
controUed by the Treasury, and so — for the first two years at 
least — will wage rates. 

If the Treasury has so far held back expansion of the 
telephone network, to the point where there are now some 200,- 
000 applicants waiting for a telephone, it was mainly because 
the needed investments would have an Inflationary effect. In 
this sense, it makes no difference whether the investments are 
made directly from the royalties, depreciation charges and in- 
terest which the Treasury receives under the present arrange- 
ment in the budget, or by an independent company. 

If money has to he borrowed, the Treasury can do that as well, 
and better than a company. 

An autonomous company may, it is true, enjoy greater flex- 
ibility, particularly with regard to wage rates and labour 
relations. But here, too, the Treasury has clipped the company’s 
wings from the start. Wages, we are told, will be kept in line 
with those for other civil servants. 

In actual fact we are likely to see substantial wage increases 
soon after, but without any assurance that the service will 
become more efficient. 

Communications Minister Yitzhak Modal hopes that the rate 
of of new telephones — once the company is set up in 

about 6 months — will' he stepped up from last year's 70,000 to 
100,000 a year. This rather modest goal could have been achieved 
without difficulty in the present form of the service, had the 
Treasury chosen to permit it. 

Meanwhile, however, Mr. Mbda'i may have conjured up a 
fresh strike by the postal workers. 

Last year the minister concluded an agreement with the 
workers that, if a telephone company were formed, the postal 
services would also be remade into a statutory authority. 
Perhaps Mr. Moda’i should never have signed such an agree- 
ment. But because he did, and now refuses to honour it .(or is 
dragging his feet in doing so) , we may 'soon find our postal ser- 
vices disrupted again — long before any improvement in the 
telephone service is in sight. 


SAD FISH STORY 
IN SINAI 

Egyptian maladministration is destroying the fishing 
fields at Bardawil, developed by Israel. VICTOR PERRY.

THE BARDAWIL, said Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat In one of hla 
speeches preceding the Camp 
David agreement, is a great Israel 
success story which the Egyptians 
should study and follow. 

The Egyptians refused to study it 
and failed to follow. Thus, one of 
Israel’s greatest successes in its 
development of Sinai has turned 
into one of Egypt's first and most 
embarrassing failures there. The 
current economic recession In El- 
Arish and the reported firing by 
S&dat of General Mohammed 
Shuakat, governor of Northern 
Sinai, are the first pieces of public 
evidence of this and related failures 
in the area. 

The Bardawil is a giant (600 
sq.km.) lagoon, hugging the 
Mediterranean shore half way 
between El-AHsh and the Suez 
Canal. It is enclosed by an 85-km.- 
long tongue of sand arching gently 
into the Mediterranean, 28 tana. 
. from the shoreline at its widest 
point! The lagoon's shallow depth 
(two metre average), its rich 
carpet of seaweed, its sheltered 
waters, high salinity and year- 
round sunshine have created an 
ecology with one of the richest fish 
populations In the world. 

Only one condition is necessary to 
assure that the fish will Indeed* 
thrive there. At least two natural 
openings to the sea must be main- 
tained and dredged ■ clear 
periodically. This assures the free 
flow of water to and from the sea 
and allows the fish to “go abroad" 
every winter to spawn in the 
Mediterranean. 

When the Israelis arrived In the 
area shortly after the Six Day War 
in 1967. they found the-openings par- 
tially clogged and the fishing 
neglected. Under the Egyptians, a 
single mis, or local sheikh, held the 
concession for the entire Bardawil. 
Fishing was virtually unsuper- 
vised. with antiquated equipment 
and few if any modern shore 
facilities. Under the Egyptians the 
annual catch reportedly never 
reached more than 800 tons. 

WHEN Israel pulled out of the area 
a year ago, 500 boats were drawing 
2.500 tons of fish out of the Bardawil 
annually, worth over ILlOOm. and 
providing more than 2,500 Arabs 
with a livelihood. Over 500 tons of 
the total were exported annually, 
earning over ftlm. In foreign 
currency, mostly tor one Israeli 


firm which pioneered and 
developed the export trade. 

My own interest in the Bardawil 
began about three years ago, when 
I was in the process of establishing 
a shark-fishing enterprise in 
Ophtra. I had heard that during the 
winter season, when the adult Bar- 
dawil fish would go out to the 
Mediterranean to spawn, thousands 
of sharks would lie in wait for them 
at the two openings as they emerg- 
ed and when they returned. The 
local fishermen would then lie In 
wait for the sharks, and as many as 
2,000 were caught In a two- to three- 
month period. 

I decided to lie In wait for the 
fishermen, hoping to market 1 jaws 
as souvenirs, and export the fins to 
China for soup. 

But by the time I arrived on the 
scene, the number of sharks caught 
had dropped considerably. I felt it 
was my bad luck, though the local 
fishermen said the Egyptians were 
to blame. 

Ever since Israel's first 
withdrawal from Sinai, the Egyp- 
tians had begun fiwhiwg near the 
western edge of the Bardawil. 
Thus, most of the sharks reportedly 
passed them on their way to its 
openings and were caught before 
my fishermen could get their hands 
on them. 

In the process I got & good look, 
however, at how the Israeli- 
Initiated and supervied enterprise 
in the Bardawil was operating so 
far. 

THE FISHING DEPARTMENT of 
our Agriculture Ministry had open- 
ed shore facilities at a spot called 
Tlul, some 5km. off the El-Arish- 
Sues Canal highway. It waa 
equipped with shops, which sold 
fishing equipment, spare parts for 
engines and boats, refrigeration 
faculties and a petrol station for the 
fishing fleet. 

The fishermen. would bring their 
catch in every morning, and it was 
weighed, covered with ice and sent 
off immediately to market in El- 
Arish, Gaza, Jaffa and Haifa. A 
large part went to a modern 
refrigeration and packing plant in 
El-Arish established by two Israelis 
who dealt exclusively in export. 

Officials employed by Israel's 
fishing department made sure that 
no fish under a certain size were 
marketed. They would also collect 
a toll to help cover the expenses of 
developing the Bardawil- This in- 


cluded not only the infrastructure 
but also . an extensive research 
programme which helped increase 
the quality and quantity of fish in the 
lagoon. 

It resulted in such measures as a 
three-month closure of the lagoon 
every winter wh fle the adult fish 
were out spawning in the. 
Mediterranean. If fishing were to 
be allowed during this period the 
younger fish would be caught, thus 
destroying the growth process and 
eventually decimating the popula- 
tion. 

The scientific supervision waa en- 
trusted to a team headed by Prof. 
Adam Ben-Tuvia, in charge of 
the Ithyology department of the 
Hebrew University and .to Ms assis- 
tant, Avi Harness, Israel's leading 
expert on sharks. 

The Bardawil, under this com- 
bination of supervision, administra- 
tion and enterprise, also became 
famous abroad for one particular 
fish It produced, the sea bream, 
popularly known as the Denise, or 
for the more scientifically Inclined, 
the spaurus aurautus. 

This fish, which grows to a weight 
of 300 to 400 grams, formed a neat 
single portion for the platea and 
palates of the gourmets of Italy and 
France who paid anywhere from $3 
to $7 a kilo tor the delicacy. It was 
upon this fish that two Israelis built 
their export “empire,'' based at 
their cold storage plant in El-Arish. 

WHAT HAS HAPPENED to this 
proud fishing enterprise In the year 
that Egypt has had it back? 

The facts are not easy to obtain, 
since the Egyptians are tight-lipped 
about their activities in the area. 
Two Israelis who recently travelled 
from Egypt to Israel by car, were 
not allowed to enter T'lul at all, and 
when they sat down In El-Arish to 
have a bite at one of their former 
favourite watering places, they 
were arrested and detained two 
hours for questioning. They were 
told: no stopping or tarrying 
anywhere Between the Suez Canal 
and the Jsraeli border. 

Nevertheless, contacts are still 
maintained with El-Arish residents 
through -former friends and 
associates, and I also recently 
spent two weeks in Egypt, where 
the picture began to take shape, 
more or less as follows: 

One of the first things the Egyp- 
tians did when they regained El- 
Arish was to return the Bardawil 
concession to the r$fs, who-forraer- 
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ly held it. Supervision became lax, 
and the old bakshish began t a k i n g 
over among the numerous new of- 
ficials sent from Egypt * 

To make up tor the resulting loss 
in income, fishermen began using 
forbidden explosives and nets with 
a smaller mesh to increase their 
catch. The nets had been strictly 
forbidden by Israeli authorities to 
protect the younger, growing fish 
population. 

The road leading to T’lul and the' 
facilities there, especially 
refrigeration equipment, began to 
fall into disrepair. As a result 
much of the fish was spoiled when It 
reached the market 

When I was in Cairo, one of the 
local papers reported that large 
quantities of stinking fish had arriv- 
ed in Cairo from the Bardawil. It 
had to be thrown away. Egypt, by 
the way. Imports most of its fish, 
making such a loss more acute. ■ 

ONE OF TH& crucial openings in 
the Bardawil' is reportedly clogged 
and will soon be blocked completely 
if serious dredging is not begun 
soon. 

According to Israeli sources who 
are in contact with European fish 
. markets, the Egyptians made 
several attempts to export Bar- 
dawil fi»h to the same markets the 
Israelis had developed over the 
years, but without success. 

The quality of the fish and the 
dependability of supply to which the 
importers had become accustomed 
were not satisfactory. The export 
market is reportedly dead for the 
time being.

Sir, — During the 1969 election 
campaign, Israelis were treated to 
the sight on TV of a veteran un- 
derground fighter standing on a 
West Bank mountain top to 
proclaim his annexation 
programme based on the mass 
evacuation of the Arab population. 
Most people dismissed him as a 
member of the lunatic fringe who 
had evidently passed beyond 
dotage to second childhood. 

After 1969, more sober annex- 
ationists argued in lengthy, pseudo- 
academic articles that Israel could 
assimilate a million Arabs without 
prejudice to demographic balance 
or democratic institutions.

MIDDLE EAST MURDER INCORPORATED

Sir. — The communications gap, 
if that's what it is, seems ever to be 
widening between public opinion In 
Israel and the United States. If I 
read your country correctly, the 
overwhelming majority is opposed 
to negotiating with the PLO 
because it is an unregenerate 
terrorist movement which wants 
only the elimination of the state, 
nothing less. 

Yet, here in the U.S. there is 
evidence of an ever-increasing de- 
mand that the PLO be brought Into 
the Middle East negotiations as the 
only proper party with which to 
deal in regard to the West Bank. 

Frankly, I am amazed that this 
should be happening here in 
America in light of thq unrelieved 
anti- U.S. thrust of the PLO. 

Among others, a prestigious 
religious organization, assorted 
politicians in the U.S. Congress, Im- 
portant elements of our press and 
even our UN Ambassador, all seem 
unaware that the very PLO they 
would place in charge of the West 
Bank Is aiding and abetting our 
worst enemies in Iran, In the Soviet 
Union and in most other powers 
hostile to us. 

Only this month, Iran’s Foreign 
Minister. Sadegh Ghotbzadeh, on 
his way back from a visit to the 
Middle East, tightened his nation’s 
close political ties with Syria, 
Algeria, Libya, Yemen and the 


PLO. These members of the so- 
called Arab Steadfastness Bloc 
have devoted themselves un- 
ceasingly to undermining the Camp 
David Accords. Before returning 
home, the Iranian leader met in 
Beirut with Yasser Arafat to 
strengthen Iran’s working 
relationships with the PLO chief 
himself. As an evidence of Its sup- 
port of Iran, the PLO participated 
heavily in the Iranian "Holiday of 
Joy," celebrating our tragic 
Teheran rescue effort. 

Yet, the National Council of 
Churches, a major American 
Protestant umbrella organisation, 
recently dispatched a mission to the - 
Middle East to Investigate the 
Palestinian problem. Returning 
from the trip, the mission unsur- 
prisingly called for a UJS. dialogue 
with the PLO and. as expected, 
declared in favour of self- 
determination for the Palestinians 
on the West Bank. 

Congressman Paul Findley of 
Illinois has enthusiastically held 
high the PLO banner on the floor of 
our Congress while inslstingly 
breadcasting emotional appeals in 
support of a PLO state. So, too, has 
Congressman Walter Faontroy of 
Washington, D.C. 

The "Christian Science 
Monotor,” "Time" magazine, the 
“Christian Century" and other 
organs of the press have regularly 
editorialized their endorsement of 


the PLO as the sole, legitimate 
authority to take over the territory 
west of the Jordan River. And our 
own Ambassador to the UN, Mr. 
Donald McHenry, makes no secret 
of his(?) impatience with 
Americans who find the PLO an un- 
acceptable Middle East Murder, In- 
corporated. He only pays Up ser- 
vice to the Administration’s public 
position of no recognition of the 
PLO until it accepts UN Resolution 
242. 

The PLO is a terrorist movement 
that murders our diplomatic of- 
ficials, threatens to kill Egypt's 
Sadat and to cut off our President’s 
hands, supports our Iranian 
enemies, implements Soviet policy 
in the Mediterranean area and un- 
dermines U.S. policy in the Middle 
East. I no longer know what it will 
take for its American supporters to 
understand that the PLO Is a 
sickening choice to support' as a 
new. Arab government on the West 
Bank.
